Th«r* W orks of Art, Not Monstrosltios, 
I 
Ar* Produced - How the DeacendonU of 
th* Old Tenet!*n Cil«wworkers Make 
Beautiful A rticles of Tse Bod O rnam ent 


Among the lagoons, nearly dup north 
of Venice, in the island of Murano 
there lives a race of men who set in to 
have a great future. They are th© de­ 
scendants of the old \ enetian gifws- 
workers, and of late years they have 
been reviving the ancient art, which 
made Murano famous in the past, of 
glassblowing. 
The old Venetian glass was what is 
commonly allied blown, but the name 
gives a very small idea of the manufac­ 
ture. Glass has certain characteristics 
! which give it its true beauty and value 
1 for art purposes, and though you may 
neglect th. se and force- it to make forms 
utterly foreign to its nature you are 
' producing not works of art, but mon­ 
strosities. Whatever glass may ha, it 
is in its natural state not crystalline, se 
that nature is outraged when we grind 
it into sharp angular forms that b* long 
rather to other mate rials. The old Veue- 
* tiau glass WM light, bright, vitreous in 
appearance and stained with the richest 
possible colors, and till these qualities 
are retained in the newly revived mare 
ufiioture at Murano. 
There is one more strong point in fa­ 
vor of glass blown and worked over 
khan molded—namely, that every indi­ 
vidual piece is sui original art, and as 
it is almost impossible that any two 
should bo exactly alike, unless their 
form is very simple \ adet J, the buyer 
chooses according to his fancy and is 
sure that no o n e else possesses a piece 
exactly the same size and shape. In th© 
manufacture of the ordinary cut glass 
miuimu (red load) is frequently add­ 
ed to increase its brightness, but this 
destroys at once the characteristic light­ 
ness, and, causing it to cool more rapid­ 
ly, quite prevents the possibility of 
working it in the proper ductile and 
malleable condition. 
The Murano material is worked as 
the ancient Venetian glass made on the 
same island used to be, and all the old 
methods have been discovered, rn at 
least the same effects have been pro­ 
duced. 
Tho 
flamma, perhaps 
more 
strange than beautiful, the millefiore, 
the smelze, including perfect imitations 
of agates, chalcedony lapis lazuli, etc., 
for mosaic, the aqua marina, rich ruby 
colors, the brilliant avventurino, all are 
here, and many other kinds of work, 
some of which are imitation! of the old 
glass and some new inventions. 
The tools used are a hollow’ reed of 
iron, a few instruments like shears, of 
different sizes, and a stamp with a 
strawberry shaped die. The end of th? 
rod is dipped into molten glass of, say. 
ruby color, and a portion accumulated 
on its end. 
if too much or too little is 
taken, the wineglass will not be of the 
right size, and if the metal, as it is cull­ 
ed, is uot of the right temperature, the 
color will be too dark or too light.

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rod and a breath or two through it, and 
a hollow ball appears at the end. One 
extra puff of the breath and the bowl 
would be too large and too thin. A boy 
brings up a small portion of white glass, 
which be has picked out of another res­ 
ervoir and blown hollow’. This must he 
so hot as almost to drop off the rod, aud 
must be ready at the exact moment. He 
touches the bowl with it, and the two 
adhere like sealing wax. A pull asun­ 
der and one dextrous twist form til© 
delicate stem of the wineglass upon 
which three little lumps of glass are 
then stuck and stamped us struwberrie* 
and the whole is again Introduced into 
the furnace, whore it would instantly 
droop out of shape but for the deft ma­ 
nipulation w hich it undergoes. 
By the time it is heated the boy i# 
ready with another globe of glass, per 
haps of a different color, which he 
causes to adhere to the bottom of tho 
stem. The man spins it around between 
his shears, nipping part of it almost off, 
and thus gaining the right quantity of 
metal for tho foot, no less and no more 
One tap on an iron ledge breaks the su 
perfluous piece, and leaves a small hole 
at the point of the fracture. Once more 
the action of the fire is called in to soft­ 
en the brittle material, and when the 
pear shaped ends come out the points of 
the dewed shears are introduced to 
widen the opening into a cuplike form. 
A small lump of avventurino is by 
this tim*- on the end of the boy’s rod, 
melted and only saved from dropping 
by his dexterity. One touch and it ad­ 
heres to the end of the cup just formed. 
He puts it out and winds it around, ad­ 
hering as it goes to the edge. Again tho 
fire does its duty, and then the artist 
finishes the form of the foot, detaching 
immediately the bulb at the top from 
his hollow rod. Another rod, with a 
molten piece of glass, is prepared for 
him by the boy’s ready ec-operation, 
and is pressed against the center of the 
foot, to which it adheres. 
Iuto the fire 
goes the whole piece, and When with 
drawn the bowl of the glass is partly 
shaped by the shoals, avventurino wound 
around f le d g e as before with the foot 
A last heat, and with artistic care the 
delicate, crocuslike bowl, which is some 
day to contain the sparkling wine, is 
completed.—London Globe.

It is here that the hunters from 
abroad congregate, and in spite of the 
Wyoming state laws kill game wanton­ 
ly. If these men would kill a couple of 
heads of each kind, taking care of the 
meat, and following up wounded game, 
little or 14 objection would be made. 
These hunters, some of whom are 
Americans, pass through the National 
park on their way home with wagon 
loads of skins and boras. 
The law in 
relation to transporting game reads 
that “ possession within the park of the 
dead bodies or any part thereof of any 
wild bird or animal shall be prima fa­ 
cie evidence that the person or persons 
having the same are guilty of violating 
this a r t ” W’ith this act behind him 
the superintendent could squelch the 
wholesale slaughterers of game in the 
region of the Yellowstone park, accord­ 
ing to The American Field. 
Captain 
Anderson, the superintendent, is urged 
to make an effort to enforce the law. 
What would be better yet would be the 
annexation of the Jackson’s Hole coun­ 
try to the Yellowstone park.

Among the lagoons, nearly due north 
of Venice, in the island o f 
M urano 
there lives a race of men who seem to 
have a great future. They are the de­ 
scendants of the old Venetian glnws- 
workers, and of late years they have 
been reviving the ancient art, which 
m ade M urano famous in the past, of 
glassblow ing 
The old V enetian glass was w hat is 
commonly called blown, but tho name 
gives a very sm all idea of the m anufac­ 
ture. Glass has certain characteristics 
which give it its true beauty and value 
for art purposes, and though you may 
neglect these and force it to make forms 
utterly foreign to its nature you are 
producing not works of art, but m on­ 
strosities. 
W hatever glass may ba, it 
is in its natural state not crystalline, so 
th at nature is outraged when we grind 
it into sharp angular forms th a t belong 
rather toother m aterials. Tho old Vene­ 
tian glass was light, bright, vitreous in 
appearance and stained w ith the richest 
possible colors, and all theve qualities 
aru retained in the newly rewired m an 
of aet ure at Murano. 
There is one more strong point in far 
vor of glass blown and worked over 
than molded— nam ely, that every indi­ 
vidual piece is an original art, and as 
It is alm ost impossible th at any two 
should be exactly alike, unless their 
form is very sim ple indeed, the buyer 
chooses accord mg to his fancy and is 
lure th at no one else posses.-** a piece 
exactly the same siiSB aud shape*. In the 
m anufacture of the ordinary cut glass 
m inium (red lead) is frequently add­ 
ed to increase its brightness, but this 
destroys atone© the characteristic light­ 
ness, and, causing it to cool more rapid­ 
ly, quite prevents the possibility of 
working it in the proper ductile and 
malleable condition. 
The M urano m aterial is worked as 
the ancient Venetian glass made on the 
same island used to be, and all the old 
methods have been discovered, 
01 at 
least the same effects have been pro­ 
duced. 
Tho 
Gamma, 
perhaps 
more 
strange than beautiful, the millefiore, 
the smelze, including perfect im itations 
of agates, chalcedons, lapis lazuli, etc., 
for mosaic, the aqua m arina, rich ruby 
colors, the b rilliant avventurino, all are 
here, and m any other kinds of work, 
some of w hich are im itation* of the old 
glass and some new inventions. 
The tools used are a hollow’ reed of 
iron, a few instrum ents like shears, of 
different sizes, and a stam p w ith a 
straw berry shaped die. 
The end of the 
rod is dipped into m olten glass of, say. 
ruby color, and a portion accum ulated 
on its end. 
If too m uch or too little is 
taken, the wineglass w ill not be of th© 
right siz<», aud if the m etal, as it is call­ 
ed, is not of the right tem perature, the 
color w ill be too dark or too light. Tho 
lump is rolled on a table into symmetry 
and heated again. 
A few turns of the 
rod and a breath or two through it, and 
a hollow ball appears at the end. 
One 
extra puff of the breath and the bowl 
would be too large and too thin. A boy 
brings up a sm all portion of w hite glass, 
which lie has picked out of another res­ 
ervoir and blown hollow. This m ust be 
so hot as almost to drop off the rod, aud 
m ust be ready at the exact moment. He 
touches the bowl w ith it, and the two 
adhere like sealing wax. 
A pull asun­ 
der and one dextrous tw ist form the 
delicate stem of tho wineglass upon 
which three little lumps of glass are 
then stuck and stam ped as strawberries 
and the whole is again introduced into 
the furnace, where it would instantly 
droop out of shape but for the deft m a­ 
nipulation w hich it undergoes. 
By the tim e it is heated the boy i» 
ready w ith another globt of glass, per 
haps of a different color, which be 
causes to adhere to the bottom of the 
stem. The man spins it around between 
his shears, nipping part of it almost off, 
and thus gaining the right quantity o f 
m etal for the foot, no less and no more 
One tap on an iron ledge breaks the su 
perfluous piece, ami leaves a sm all hole 
at the point of the fracture. Once more 
the action of the fire is called in to soft 
en the brittle m aterial, and when the 
pear shajied ends come out the poiuts o f 
the closed shears are introduced to 
widen the opening into a cuplike form. 
A sm all lum p of avventurino is by 
this tim e on tho end of the boy’s rod, 
melted aud only saved from dropping 
by his dexterity. 
One teach and it ad­ 
heres to the end of the cup just formed. 
He puts it out and w inds it around, ad ­ 
hering as it goes 
the edge. A gain tho 
tire docs its duty, and then the artist 
finishes the form of the foot, detaching 
im m ediately the bulb at the top from 
his hollow rod. 
A nother rod, w ith a 
m olten piece of glass, is prepared for 
him by the boy’s ready cc operation, 
and is pressed against the center of tho 
foot, to w hich it adheres. 
Into the fire 
goes the whole pi<*ee, and When w ith ­ 
draw n tin bowl of the glass is partly 
shaped by the sheaia, avveutufino wound 
around tiyg* dge as before w ith the foot 
A last lieut, and w ith artistic care the 
delicate, erin uslik*- Imwl, w hich is some 
day to contain the sparkling wine, is 
completed. — London Globes.

The A m erican F ield jum ps upon the 
foreigners w ho come to the U nited 
States, seek out those localities where 
most of the big gam e is to be found, 
and then lay themselves down to ths 
work of slaughtering it w ith rifles. 
A 
favorite resort of these game butchers 
is the Teton basin. Here are found elk, 
deer and antelope, w hich are being kill 
ed off rapidly. 
The Teton basin, Jack 
son’s Hole, is m uch low er than the N a 
tioual Yellowstone park, and m uch of 
the big gam e m igrates south to it, as a 
w arm er clim ate is to be found in the 
valley. It is here th a t the hunters from 
abroad congregate, and in spite of the 
W yoming state law s k ill gam e w anton 
ly. 
If these men w ould kill a couple of 
heads of each kind, taking care of the 
meat, and follow ing up wounded game, 
little or 14 objection w ould be made. 
These hunters, some of whom art 
Americans, pass through the N ational 
park on their way homo w ith wagon 
loads of skins and horns. 
The law in

dead bodies or any p art thereof of any 
w ild bird or anim al shall be prim a fa­ 
cie evidence th a t the person or persons 
having the same are g uilty of violating 
this a c t ” 
W ith this aet behind him 
the superintendent could squelch tile 
wholesale slaughterers of g»nm in the 
region of the Yellowstone park, accord­ 
ing to The Am erican Field. 
Captain 
Anderson, the superintendent, is urged 
to m ake an effort to enforce the law. 
W hat w ould be better yet w ould be the 
annexation of the Jackson’s Hole coun­ 
try to the Yellowstone park.

“ Since the Canadian Pacific railroad 
was com pleted and a line of steam ers 
1 established from the o rie n t,’* said a tea 
taster to a reporter, “ im m ense cargoes 
of tea have been going there from Chi- 
! na, Japan and other countries. 
It has 
I been my business to exam ine and taste 
various sam ples from these cargoes. 
I 
have also visited Ceylon and nearly all 
of the tea grow ing countries of the ori­ 
ent to observe the mode of putting up 
the tea. It is astonishing the w ay they 
m anage it adulterate it over there. T bs 
packers are so skillful th a t they slip la 
a great deal of inferior tea and work It 
off under good brands. T his makes the 
m erchants who afterw ard handle it 
complain. 
Packages of tea of a certain 
brand w ill be found all th at oould be 
desired, w hile other packages bearing 
the sam© brand and in tho same cargo 
w ill be highly adulterated. 
As this tee 
is very costly, there is need of experts to 
• xam ine it. 
They m ust be good ones, 
for everything depends for the tim e be­ 
ing on their judgm ent. 
A taster can 
only taste a few hours at a tim e, when 
he is weakened and bas to take a re st 
Besides this, wb«-n he begins a job of 
tasting, he m ust take special pains to get 
him self in shape for it, I was about six 
weeks getting m yself ready for exam ­ 
ining some cargoes in the warehouses 
bere for tho governm ent. 
Before I be­ 
gan I did not taste intoxicants in any 
form aud did not ©vt u amoke. 
At tho 
•am e tim e I wan careful not to eat strong 
j peppers or spices, or, in fact, anything 
I th a t could distort the ta sta 
One m ust 
be in as perfect condition, in order to 
properly judge of the teas he tastes, as 
a horse is when prepared for the Derby 
He m ust be a t his hest and m ust fee) 
th at he in 
The b< st tea tasters of tbs 
country m ake enorm ous sums, consider­ 
ing the tim e employed; $10,000 a year 
Is a low sum, and oftentim es from $20,- 
000 to $110,000 is made, and ©von m ora 
1 know a man in the burin* ss who nmdo 
$50,000. It all dcpondson his standing, 
tho num ber of tim es ho is called aa s 
taster and w hat ho eau endure “ —Box 
Francisco Exam iner.
